An hour before the time for the eure 
mal reception, thé mansion was aglow 
with myriads of @ cctric lights. Tower- 
ing palms of rare varieties were placed 
in niches about the vestibule, main cor- 
rider and staircases. Two great square 
masses of American and English holly 
were arranged between the vestibule 
and main cortidor, affording a bril- 
liant and effective background for the 
handsome scarlet uniforms of the Ma- 
rine Band, sitty pieces strong, which 
occupied tiers of seats in the vestibule. 
In the Red, Blue and Green rooms 
and in the splendid East room were dts- 
posed a fe vases containing cut flow- 
ers, principally large, white lilies and 
lilies of the valley. It was noticeable, 
however, that the floral decorations had 
been subordinated to the new finish- 
ing and furnishings of the rooms.

DIPLOMATIC CORPS ARRIVES. 

Shortly before 11 o'clock, the hour 
at which the reception began, the 
Diplomatic Corps began to assemble in 
the Red Room. The members of the 
corps entered the mansion from the 
south side, as usual, in order to avoid 
the crush of the throng already gath- 
ered about the main entrance on the 
north side. Under the glare of the 
electric candelabra, the spectacle pre- 
sented by this cosmopolitan gathering.

PRESIDENTIAL PARTY.

JUDICIARY AND LEGISLATORS. 

After the diplomatid representatives, 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt received 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States, headed by Chief Juatice Fuller.

Then 
followed the judges of the United 
States Court of Claims and of the 
District Court of Appeals, and of the 
Supreme Court ef the District, ex- 
Cabinet members and ex-ministers of 
the United States. 

At 11:30 o'clock the reception of 
Senators, Representatives and Deie-+ 
gates began. Seemingly, there were 
fewer than in former years, owing, 
largely, to the fact that a majority 
of the Congressmen have yet re- 
turned co Washington from their holl- 
day vacation. 

MILITARY CONTINGENT. 

Following the Congressional party 
came the military contingent, com- 
posed of officers of the army and navy 
and Marine Corps, together with the 
general staff of the militia of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. Gen. Miles, who is 
in China, and Admiral Dewey, who is 
at Culebra Isiand, and who led the 
military procession last year. were 
both absent. Maj.-Gen. Young, next 
in rank to Gen. Miles, accompanied by 
Maj.-Gen. Corbin, Adjutant-General of 
the Army, led the line of army officera, 
who —— the navy. At the head 
of the latter were Rear-Admirals Remey 
and Melville. Gen. Heywood, com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps, with his 
detachment, preceded the District mil- 
itary. 


The army officers appeared for the 
first time as a body in their new dress 
uniforms. Now and then an officer 
has been seen attired in the new regu- 
lation uniform recently prescribed by 
the department, but today the full ef- 
fect of the change was to be seen. The 
new cap, with flaring top, which has 
taken the place of the old cap, which 
was inclined to lose shape with wear, 
is a distinctive feature of the change. 
The frocks are elaborately orna- 
mented, thus producing a more showy 
effect. The gold-bedecked full-dress 
of the army officers, the bullion-laden 
garb of the naval officers and the gor- 
geous attire of the marine officers, the 
last more conspicuous for color than 
golden embellishments, presented a 
spectacie no whit less remarkable than 
that of the Diplomatic Corps.

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AW AGAINST FALSE LABELS. 

The announcement is made that 
Assemblyman Eli Wright of San José 
intends to introduce a bill at the com- 
ing session dt the Legidlature in- 
tended to pre the false marking. 
fabeling or branding of barrels, pack- 
ages or boxes containing fruit. It 
proposed to make all such offenses a 
misdemeanor, to be punished by a fine 
of not less than $200 nor more than 
$500 for each offense. 

The measure (judging from what is 
said of it) appears to be sound in 
principle, and good so far as it goes. 


Tt is a great injustice to the fruit 


growers of California to have their 
products sent forth into the markets 
of the world under false and mislead- 
ing labels. Every product should be 
sold for what it ts, not alone for the 
protection of the seller, but for the 
protection of the buyér. 

One of tue most pernicious and least 
defensible of all modern commercial 
practices is that of selling food prod- 
wets under false labels. This prac- 
tice, of course, includes food adultera- 
tions of all sorts. The adulteration of 
food products has become one of the 
crimes of civilization, and against it 
all the power of legislative and ad- 
ministrative authority should be reso- 
lutely directed. 

The penalties provided under ex- 
isting laws for the punishment of 
those found guilty of food adulteration 
are not severe enough, and these laws 

not so rigidly enforced as they 

t to be. The fault lies, perhaps. 
quite as much in the lax enforcement 
of these laws as in the insufficiency of 
the laws themselves. What is needed. 
it would seem. in every State of the 
Union, is legislation making it a 
felony for any manufacturer of food 
products to offer for sale any article 
of food under the pretense that it is 
what itis n~ There are some adul- 
terations, it is true, which are harm- 
less; in some cases, a harmless adul- 
teration might even improve the qual- 
ity of the article offered for sale.

COURT OF LAST RESORT. 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT’S DECISIONS 
HAVE DECREASED FULL PARDON 
TRIUMPHS OF INNOCENCE — SIX PER 


CENT. GRANTED — PROBATION FOR 
CIVIL RIGHTS-INFLUENCE OF THIAL 
TRIBUNAL. 
BY JAMES 5. EASBY-SMITE. 
(Attorney in Charge of Pardons, United Siates 
Department of Justice.) 


) 0 N ACCOUNT of the wide publicity 


given to pardons and other acts of 

clemency by the President the gen- 
eral public of the United States has an 
idea that its executive head grants too 
many pardons. This idea is sometimes 
fostered by newspaper editorials, which 
for partisan purposes criticise the 
President without taking pains fully 
to inform themselves in the matter. 
No President of the United States has 
escaped this criticism. The cause is to 
be found, perhaps, in the fact that no 
publicity is given to the great number 
of cases adversely acted upon by the 
Department of Justice and denied by 
the President. 1 
DECREASE UNDER ROOSEVELT. 

Since 1890 the President's labors in 
connection with pardons have been 
more than doubled. There are now 
more than 800 applications for execu- 
tive clemency to be passed upon each 
year. The greater number of these are 
entirely new, a few being old cases re- 
opened and reviewed for one reason or 
another. With this increase in the 
number of applications there has been 
no proportional! increase in the number 
of cases favorably acted upon. On the 
contrary, there has been a gradual! but 
constant decrease, and President 
Roosevelt is granting fewer pardons 
proportionately than any of his prede- 
cessors during last quarter of a 
century. 

During the last twenty years clem- 
ency was annually exercised in about 
27 per cent. of the cases filed, but dur- 
ing the first year of President Roose- 
velt’s administration 800 applications 
were considered, and he exercised 
clemency in only 120 cases, less than 
15 r cent., granting only forty-seven 
full pardons, or less than 6 cent. 
of the applications consid . 

MODE OF PROCEDURE. 

The increase in the number of appli- 
cations for clemency is due almost 
wholly to the increase in the Federal 
prison population, which during the 
last ten years has been more than 
doubled. 

The decrease in the number of par- 
dons granted is due in some measure 
to the fact that a great number of ap- 
plications in recent years have been 
frivolous, but it is due mainiy to the 
fact that President Roosevelt is in- 
clined to exercise clemency only in 
cases clearly shown to highly meri- 
torious, and where, indeed. executive 
— is almost a tter of jus- 
tice. 

All pardon business is transact 
under rules made by the Attorney- 
General and approved by the President 
through the partment of Justice, 
whose head, the Attorney-General, is 
the chief law officer of the government. 
Applications are received at the de- 
partment, or, when sent to the Presi- 
dent, are by him referred to the d 
partment. Here they are docketed 
secure 
from all officials in any manner con- 
neted with the case. When all neces- 
sary reports have been received the 
case is prepared for the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, who carefully examines all the 
papers and reports in writing, some- 
times at great length, to the Presi- 
dent, advising either denial or pardon, 
or executive clemency in some other 
form. All the papers are then sent to 
the President, who goes through the 


‘case, and usually, though not invaria- 


bly, approves the report of the Attor- 
ney General, and acts accordingly. 
APPEALS FROM FAMILIES. 

A considerable number of applica- 
tions for pardon are made by or 
through the attorneys who have ap- 
peared for the defendant on trial, many 
of them geeming to consider the ap- 
peal to the President the last step in 
the defense to be taken as a matter 
of course. Mary applications come 
from the prisoners themselves. In 
some cases the prisoner protests his 
innocence, but t majority frankly 
confess guilt, and plead extenuating 
circumstances. bly the greatest 
number of applications come from the 
families of the prisoners, and they are 
frequently such pathetic appeals that 
they could not be resisted but for the 
fact that the President, as well as the 
Attorney-General and other officials, 
realige that in nine cases out of ten 
the hardship of conviction must be 
borne by the convict’s family rather 
than by himself, and that to yield to 
such appeals would be to throw open 
the prison doors and effect a wholesale 
jail delivery. 

A few years ago President McKin- 
ley granted a pardon to an illicit dis- 
tiller in the South, who was sentenced 
to jail for six months. He granted 
the pardon because of the terribly 
destitute condition of the family of the 
prisoner, who had been a small farmer. 
It was shown that the mother was III. 
one child had died of want and two 
others were ili with fever probably 
superinduced by want and neglect. 
The news of this pardon and the rea- 
sons for it spread throughout the 
moonshine section of the South, and 
for several months the President was 
deluged with petitions for pardon of 
conticts who had wives and innumer- 
ab'e young children destitute and suf- 
fering. Pathetic as many of these 
appeals were, the prisoner “with a sick 
wife and seven small children“ soon 
became a standing joke among those 
who hed to handle the cases. 

A MARITAL COMPLICATION. 


A few pardons have been granted as 
the result of years of work and plead- 
ing on the part of devoted wives and 
daughters, but behind the official rec- 
ords in two or three of these cares 
are stories that would be interesting 
if they could be followed and written 
up. There was one case of a young 
wife whose husband had been sent to 
the penitentiary for a term of years. 
She came to Washington, and month 
after month pleaded for his pardon, 
and with tears streaming down her 
pretty face protested his innocence. 

Finaly she discovered new evidence 
and presented it in the form of am- 


davits which raised a serious doubt 


of the prisoner's guilt and induced the 
prosecuting attorney an trial judge to 
recommend pardon, The Attorney- 
General concurred in the recommen- 


dations, and the President granted a 


days after the pris- 


pardon. A few .

against her huehand for divorce. 

AN UNWELCOME RELEASE. 

Another case with a story behind it 
ie that of a man who, fifteen or twenty 
years ago, Was convicted, on circum- 
stantial evidence, of murder. He was 
sentenced to be hanged, but the Presi- 
after reviewing the testimony 
was not eatisiied of his guilt, and 
commuted the sentence to imprison- 
ment for life. He had a wife and four 
children, including a daughter about 5 
years old. While the application for a 


commutation of sentence was pending | 

the wife wrote many pathetic letters, 

attesting the love and devotion of the 


on account 
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prisoner to her and to their children, 
and asruring the President of his in- 
nocence. After the commutation was 
granted, she continued for about four 
years to write letters begging for a 
pardon. After, four years nad elapsed 
nothing more was heard of the case 
except an occasional letter from the 
prisoner himself, until a few years 
ago, when the prisoner's daughter, 
brown to Womanhood, worked up new 
evidence in the case, came to Wash- 
ington and secured a reopening of the 
case. The Attorney-General reviewed 
the testimony in the light of the sub- 
sequentiy-devcloped facts, and recom- 
mended a pardon, which was granted. 
The daughter, in great joy, left Wash- 
ington with the pardon, and on the 
— day secured her father’s re- 


fe. 

On the very day of his release a let- 
ter from the wife was received by the 
President, the first from her in many 
years. She stated that she had just 
learned that her daughter, who had 
left home to visit her father at the 
penitentiary. was in Washington seek- 
ing his pardon. The wife, who had 
formerly begged eo piteously for, her 
husband’s pardon and had so strongly 
urged his innocence, now protested 
against a pardon and urged the Presi- 
dent not to grant one, stating that 
her husband was where he ought to 
be, and should remain there. The 
reason of her protest appeared in the 
latter part of her letter, where she 
stated that she had remained a widow 
for five years, ani had then remarried, 
and she feared that her husband, if 
released, would return and murder 
“her new man.“ as she called him. A 
story of the subsequent happenings in 
this family would be interesting, but 
it Is not in the 

THD DECLINE OF “PULL.” 

There is a widespread opinion that 
to secure a pardon it is necessary 0 
use political influence, and nearly e- 
ery applicant summons to his aid all 
that he can command. Every convict 
who wants to get out of prison and all 
his relatives and write to their 
Serators and Representatives, and to 
the Governors of their States, and to 
any and all prominent men, urging 
them to Ask the President to grant a 
pardon. The consequence is that ia 

cases the merits of an applica- 
tion are almost lost „ and 
nearly always prejudiced, by the flog 
of letters, and sometimes the persist- 
ent importunities af public men. 

Of course the repersentations of Sen- 
ators, Representa.ives and other pub- 
lic men are always given the consider- 
ation to which their position entities 
them, and an assurance to the Attor- 
ney-General or to the President by a 
public man that he has personally in- 
vestigated the case under idera- 
tion, that the facts are as repre- 
sents them, is of great weight. But 
the Attorney-General and the Presi- 
dent pass upon each case upon its 
merits, and rarely, if ever, has a par- 
don been granted on account of the 
political influence of the convict. 

The records of the pardon office show 
that in the thousands of annual con- 
victions for violations of the Federal 
statutes justice seldom goes astray. 
Some pardons have been granted on 
account of absolute proof, discovered 
after conviction, of the innocence of 
prisoners sentenced to the peniten- 
tlary. 

THE INNOCENT VINDICATED. 

In 1897 three prisoners, two of them 
brothers, were convicted in lowa t 
breaking into and robbing a postoffice, 
and were sentenced to imprisonment 
for eighteen months. At the trial the 
two brothers testified in their own be- 
half, and stoutly portested their inno- 
cence, but the jury did not believe 
them, and returned a verdict of guilty 
against all three defendants. When 
sentenced the brothers again protested 
their inhocence. The judge, although 
obliged to impose sentence, Was 60 
much impressed with thelr manner 
that he caused a further investigation 
to be made, which resulted in the se- 
curing of absolute proof of the inno- 
cence of the two brothers and sole 
guilt of the other defendant. The judge 
and the District Attorney reported the 
facts to President McKinley, who par- 
doned the brothers. 

In 1889 a man was arrested in Georgia 
on the charge of sending obscene and 
scurrilous letters through the mail. 
Upon purely circumstantial evidence, 
added to by the testimony of two s0- 
called handwriting experts, was 
convicted and sentenced to the pen 
tentiary for five years. The same sort 
of letters, evidentiy written by the 
same hand, continued to reach the per- 
son who received the latters for which 
the prisoner was being punished. A fur- 
ther investiagtien finally resulted in the 
capture of the really guilty party, who, 
being confronted with proof of his 
guiit, admitted the writing of all the 
letters in question. He was convicted 
and sentenced to imprisonment for five 
years, and thereupon the judge and 
district atorney immediately made a 
full report to the President, who grant- 
ed a pardon the day he received the 
report, and the prisoner was released 
after serving fourteen months in the 
penitentiary for a crime which he did 
not commit. 

A few other pardbns on the ground 
of innocence of the applicant have 
been granted where innocence either 
was clearly shown or was fairly to be 
inferred from an examination of the 
case in light of newly discovered evi- 
dence. 

FULL PARDONS ARE FEW. 

As appears above, there are véry few 
full pardons granted, most of the Pres- 
ident’s acts af clemency being in the 
form of pardons to restore civil rights 
or commutations of sentence. 

Pardons to restore civil rights or to 
remove civil disabilities are never 
granted until after the convict bas been 
released from prison for a oonsiderable 
period and has shown, by exemplary 
conduct and by restitution, or an en- 
deavor at restitution in cases of em- 
begzzlement or iarceny, that he is re- 
formed and is fit to be restored to cit- 
izenship. 

A commutation corries with it none 
of the benefits of a pardon, but ts 
merely a reduction of the original pun- 
ishment, and is generally granted be- 
cause in the opinion of the Attorney- 
General: and the President the punien- 
ment imposed, frequently the minimum 
prescribed by the statute, is excessive 
the trial judge usually reperting that 
of the peculiar cireum- 
stances of the case he would have um- 
posed a less severe fentence had the 
‘aw permitted.
